The expenditure during the month 
of consolidated accounts was $7,485,- 
650, and for the eight months $45,784,- 

9, a very slight increase over the 
same periods of last year, 

On capital account $15,8°5 194 has 
been spent in the eight months almost 
exclusively on railways and public 
works. The total net dividend of the 
month was $315,436,692, a decrease 
since October of $5°5.356 and during 
eight months of $3,157,291.

KING AND QUEEN IN INDIA 


Brilliant Company and Gorgous Dis- 
play At Dethi Celebration—Pro- 
cession Four Miles Long 


Delhi—The troops fired a salute of 
110 guns when the #mperor and Queen 
jartived here from Bombuy for the 
Durbar céremonies. Equipages which 
|Vied wjth each other in sp,endor pasa- 
ted along roads crowded with Inatan 
‘princes and government  ofhcials. 
Streams of natives lined the route in| 
gay attire. 

King-Emperor and Queen Empress 
|were received on the elaborately de-| 
the governors of provinces, the com- 
mander in chief and a number of high 
military and civil officials. After a 
series of presentations their majesties 
proceeded to a pavilion within a wall, 
where 150 ruling chiefs were intro- 
duced. 

This brilliant company with its gor- 
}geous display of jewels and richly col- 
{fored garments occupied considerable 
{time. Then began the procession to 
{the camp four miles away. Through- 
out India a holiday hed been declar- 
ed, and hundreds of natives had gath- 
;ered to get a glimpse of Emperor and 
| Empress. They formed a striking 
background to the gorgeously uni- 
formed procession which was headed 
by lancers and with bands playing. 
|Their majesties entered the city 
/through the King's Gate, now opened 
|for the first time since 1857, when the 
King of Delhi went to public worship. 
All along the route the impression 
seenred to be profound, and the recep- 
tion was a cordial one.

vii, 21), Kzra was a priest and a 
ready scribe in the law of Moses and 
had prepared his heart to seek the law 


‘of the Lord end to do it and to teach 


it (verses 1, 2; Kz. vii, 6, 10). He 
Was therefore just the right man to 
conduct this Bib.e conference. It was 
attended by both men and women and 
all that could hear with understand. 
ing (verses 2, 3), and they were an 
earnestly attentive congregation. As 
in the building of the wall, it was 
strikingly suggestive that they should 
begin and end at the sheep gate, in- 
asinuch as no work-will stand that is 
not connected with the blood of the 
Lamb, So in this lesson it seems most 
appropriate that the people should 
drink of the living water of the word 
at the water gate (verses 1, 3), or, as 
in xii, 37, the fountain gate. In Jer. 
ii, 13,.the Lord calls Himself the 
fountain of living waters, and in Eph, 
Vv, 26, he is suid to sanctity and cleanse 
His people With the washing of water 
by the word. Compare also Ps. exix, 9. 
it was a long session trom morning 
until midday (verse 3), and they kept 
it up from the first day unto the last 
day of the feast (verse 18), and 
there was very great gladness, with 
confession of sin and separation from 
the world (viii, 17; ix, 1-3). It is in- 
teresting to notice just thirteen men 
associated with Kzra in verses 2 and 
7, and Dr. Bullinger calls attention to 
the first use of tnirteen as associated 
with rebellion (Gen, xiv, 4). It was 
| from the results of persistent rebel- 
lion that ®zra was seeking to lead the 
the people back to God. it was at the 
thirteenth march around Jericho that 
the wails fell, and this coming back 
to God from all their wanderings was 
like the overthrow of a spiritual Jer- 
iono, There were just fourteen with 
Fzra, a twice seven, suggesting the 
perfection of God’s dealings with His 
people, There was one with Ezra in- 
visible to ordinary eyes, the only one 
worth considering, and His great word 
of encouragement is always, “I am 
with you” (Ex. iii, 12; Josh. i, 5; 
Judg. vi, 16; Isa. xli, 10; Hag i, 13; ii, 
4). The response of the people and 
their attitude before God seem to indi- 
cate that their hearts were right with 
Him and the heart is everything (II 
Chron. xvi, 9; I Sam. xvi, 8). 

Reading and exposition of the word 
of God are the great need of souls ev- 
erywhere, and verse 8 seems to cover 
it simply and fully, “They read in the 
book in the law of God distinctly and 
gave the sense and caused them to 
understand the reading.” In Deut. 
xxvii, 8; Hab. ii, 2, the instructions 
were to write plainly that those read- 
jing might run and tell. The way. of 
; Baruch in Jer. xxxvi, 8, is a good way, 
|‘Reading in the book the words of 
the Lord in the Lord's house.” Just 
the word of God without note or com- 
ment or explanation has often 
wrought the salvation of a soul by the 
power of the Holy Spirit. Sometimes 
the Lord uses the human instrument 
to open up the word more fully, as in 
the case of Philip and the Ethiopian 
who said to him, “How can I under- 
stand except some man should guide 
me?” (Acts vii, 30, 31). On the resur. 
rection day the Lord Jesus expounded 
or interpreted the Scriptures to th® 
two men with whom He walked to 
Emmaus ‘and the same evening open- 
d the understanding of the disciples 
that they might understand the Scrip- 
tures (Luke xxiv, 27, 44, 45). 

The words of the Lord, in the power 
of the Spirit, as Ezra and the Levites 
taught the people, convinced them of 
sin, and they wept, but the same spir- 
it who convinces of sin also convinces 
of righteousness (John xvi, 8-10) and 
shows that where there is true peni- 
tence there are the blotting out of sin

Consumptive Children Get a Chance 

For Their Lives While Learning. 

Nowhere in the world has such pro- 
gress been made in the way of open- 
nir schools as in the big and little 
cities of England. What Leicester is 
doing in this direction is novel and 
extraordinary. 

Leicester is one of the most ancient 
cities of Great Britain. Centuries ago 
it waa one of Julius Oneser’s fortified 
camps; to-day it has a population of 
About 260,000, and {s one of the 
manufacturing centre of the British 
ab ascl In the huge mills where 
textiles are munufactured tens of 
thousands of men, women and chil- 
dren toil day after day. Tuberculosis 
has run riot among them. There is 
little fresh air in this crowded smoky 
town, and so the Municipal Education 
Committee decided recently to try the 
experiment of sending to the seaside 
& number of the children who were 
disposed toward tuberculosis. 

The village of Mabieihorpe, on the 
coast of the North Sea, was selected 
as the healthiest possible location for 
the experiment. It is about 100 miles 
from Leicester, but the distanve made 
no difference, An open-air school was 
inaugurated there with 20 boys and 20 
girls, all of whom are described as 
pre-tubercular, On their arrival they 
were housed in a block building close 
to the ocean. Then the experiment of 
teaching them in the open air wae 
begun. This was less than three 
months ago, but already the sea air 
has brought back the roses to the 
cheeks of these d'licate children. It is 
expected this open-air school will be 
continued all through the winter, for 
the climate along that part of the 
coust of the North Sea is compara- 
tively mild. 

These English children, 
getting a chance for their livea, study 
and play under various novel condi- 
tions which could be duplicated easily 
oF any big city. Their class room is 
always under the open sky. Some. 
times the pupils sit in an old boat 
half imbedded in the sand. The teach- 
ed perches in the bow and listens to 
their recitations. 

When the winds are blowing harsh- 
ly the classes seek shelter on the 
slopes of the sand dunes that look 
out upon the sea, A black board is 
set i and work goes on just as it 
would indoors, 

Tn between lessons there ia a ‘‘re- 
cess.” This playtime is every half or 
three-quarters of an hour, and is 
taken up with calisthenic exercises 
calculated to give these delicate chil- 
dren the health and strength that was 
denied in winter! in warm weather 
the school children take a dip in the 
sea. This is us much a part of the 
educational program as conning their 
lessons. 


Sixty Cents a Drop. 

Your scent, like your food, milk, 
bread, beer, and ‘‘baccy," is to cost 
you more. Why? Bocause according 
to the manufacturers all the ingredi. 
ents from which perfumes are made 
have recently increased in price to an 
almost unprecedented extent. Otto of 
roses, the basis of dozens of different 
perfumes, is double last year’s price, 
which was untsually high. At pres- 
ent the whulesale value is approxi- 
mately three cents a drop. 

Oil of lavender, from both Mitcham 
and the South of France, is dearer. 
English growers find it more profit- 
able to send lavender to market in 
bunches, so that an insufficient quan. 
tity is left for distillation. Essence of 
lemon, largely used in cheap ‘‘eau de 
Cologne,” and the oils of orange and 
bergamot are also deurer. 

Three cents a drop, however, is a 
very low price when compared with 
the value of some of the scent ex- 
hibited at the Horticultural Hall two 
years ago, There was a small pot of 
Parma violet odor which was worth 
$1,750 per pound, and another one- 
ounce pot in which was the product of 
no less than 11 ewt. of fresh flowers. 
In another pot was a 21-4 pounds nor- 
tion of the same commodity valued at 
a trifle over $5,000. Some of the per- 
fume itself was so expensive that a 
drop represented 60 cents. 

There was a box, too, of essence of 
musk and civet worth $35,000. Hun- 
dreds of tons of fresh flowers have 
to be gathered in Grasse, on the Mari- 
time Alps, to give London its daily 
perfume, Some scents are worth many 
times their weight in gold, and can 
rank with radium for difficulty of ex- 
traction.

PASSING OF “JEHU.” 
The Bus Driver Was Wittier In Fie- 
tion Than Fact. 


Who of us has not heard of the Lon. | 


don bua driver? He has been for years 
a stock character of all sorts of fic- 
tion and has furnished a theme for 
innumerable dissertations and essays. 
His philosophy has been commented 
upon and his wit has been eulogized. 
We have all or rather the matority 
of us have at some time or other made 
more or less definite plans to travel 
and have always included in our 
route the vee Metropolis of London, 
the bus driver has always been a 
art and parcel of the city and in 
act one of the institutions, His day, 
however, has set and he has had to 
give place to the more mechanical 
and less romantic method of locomo- 
tion. The {llowing article will de- 
scribe the typical old time London 
bus driver. 

Here and there in Central London 
you may now come across yards that 
are full of buses—buses that are al- 
teady exiled from their own yards, to 
which they will never return; buses 
that will never leave the yards where 
they are now huddled except to pass 
under the hammer; buses that will 
never trundle aleey London streets 
again, And in the horse repositories 
are now hundreds of bus-horses that 
will never drag them again, perhaps 
never again hear ‘“Hrrup!’”’—which 
meant “Higher up!”’—but are to be 
dispersed, “fresh out of work,’’ among 


“jobmasters, parcel carters, trades- 
men and others.” 
Both buses and horses are pathetic, 


for they have the pathos which at- 
taches to all passing things. But more 
pathetic than either — because he is 
not only human but an old friend — 
is the bus driver who is passing with 
them, who will never again mount his 
perch or cry ‘“Lipoostree!"’ and when 
an old friend is passing some tribute 
is his due. 

He was not only friend, but philo- 
sopher; and how he came to be a 
philosopher is not difficult to under- 
stand. Both his altitude and his atti- 
tude were favorable to the practice 
of philosophy. He had all a cobbler’s 
leisure for self-communion with the 
advantage over the cobbler of being 
more in touch with realities and his 
fellow humans. From his perch he 
daily passed a whole world in review, 
noted all the comedy of the pave- 
ments, and got into the habit of sum- 
ming up a sudden situation—a street 
row, a curious crowd, the rights and 
wrongs of an accident, and all the 
oddities of chance and circumstance 
that the tide of J.ondon’s streets 
throws up, And as the germ of all 
pRucsophiies is criticism of one’s fel- 
ow creatures, the bus driver became a 
philosopher malgre lui. 

But he had human weaknesses that 
should not belong to the true philo- 
sopher. Generations of tradition had 
convineed him that philosophy was 
expected of him, and so he tried to 
live up to a reputation that was really 
higher than his deserts. Generations 
of country cousins, and even of ad- 
miring townsmen, had_ encouraged 
and even a little spoiled him by 
hanging on his words until he came 
to regard himself as not only qualified 
whatever problem might be presented 
to him. And when his philosophy 
failed to meet the case his wit stepped 
into the breach, 

His wit! There again his reputa- 
tion went a little before him, a dan- 
gling carrot which he c.ald never 
quite catch up. He was supposed to 
excel in that branch of wit known as 
Tepartee, though iff practice it was

C, P. R. Invests Heavily in Chicago 


It is stated on good authority here 
that the Canadian Pacific Railway has 
closed a deal for the purchase of the 
greater part of the land required for 
its new freight terminal and auxil- 
liary yard and tracks in Chicugo and 
that operations involving an expendi- 
ture of from $5,000,000 to $7,000,000 
will shortly be commenced, It has 
been about two years since the Can- 
adian Pacific Rayinay, through 
subsidiary line, the Minneapolis, St. 
Paul & Sault Ste Marie Railway pur- 
chased control of the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral. The latter had neither passenger 
nor freight terminal facilities of its 
own in Chicago, but came _ instead 
over what is now known as the Balti- 
more & Ohio Chicago terminal and 
the Illinois Central, passenger trains 
arriving and departing from Park Row 
station, and using also facilities at the 
foot of Randolphe St. for its freight 
yards. Now it is stated this state of 
affairs will be changed. The ‘‘Soo” 
is now acquiring lands to the value 
of $1,300,000 for a new freight termin- 
al and has also entered into a con- 
tract by which it will gain entrance 
to the Grand Central Station at Fifth 
Avenue and Polk Street, upon the ex- 
niration of its lease with the Illinois 
Central which will be in about four 
years, 

The land purchased so far includes 
105 parcels for a total consideration 
of $930,000,

The instrument used for inflating the 
udder with alr should be placed in 
boiling water for a few minutes, Cure 
should be taken not to place the fine 
gers on the portion of the tube to be 
inserted in the end of the teat. In- 
fection Is likely to follow, unless care 
fs tuken to thoroughly sterilize the 
portion of the Instrument that is tn- 
serted in the teat and to keep the teats 


from coming in contaé¢t with the hed-! 


ding or dirt of the stable after they 
are thoroughly washed and disinfect- 
ed. 
. Each quarter of the udder should 
be inflated with alr, and to keep it in 
the udder small rubber bands or tape 
may be wound about each teat. Asa 
rule, jn an hour or two the animal will 
recover sufficiently to rise and will 
have n desire to eat. If she does not 
the treatment should be repeated in 
two or three hours, 

The air trentment is almost a post- 
tive cure for milk fever, but there Is 
danger of infecting the udder unless 
care Is tnken to thoroughly sterilize 
the instrument used for inflating the 
udder with air and the teats before 
starting tu inflate the udder, 


Rest the Milk Maker. 

A cow should have nt least siz 
weeks vacation hetween milking pe- 
riods. If she is milked constantly she 
will not Inst long.

Loggerhead Shrike, 
or “Butcher Bird.” 


The bird whose photo beads this ar 


ticle is something of an anomaly. The 
shrike belongs to the family of sing- 
ing birds, and yet be is more blood- 
thirsty than any of our true birds of 
prey. To watch this handsome gray 
and black fellow as he sits quietly 
| upon some fencepost or other point of 
vantage no one would ever suspect 
that he was patiently walting to 
pounce upon some smaller bird. Sud- 
denly he launches into a weak, suft 
song which {is quite pleasing. 

This bird lives exclusively upon in- 
sects, birds and the smaller quadru- 
peds, The name “butcher bird.” 
which {s commynly used for this 
shrike, is extremely appropriate, for he 
bas a curious habit of impaling his 
prey upon tborns and along barbed 
wire fences. I huve seen whole rows 
of huge grasshoppers hanging fo rows 
on such fences, This shrike, the log- 
gerhead, Is found over a wide range in 
the soutbern part of the United States, 
while in the north be is replaced by the 
great northern sbrike> 

Although this bird sings and resem. 
bles a number of our innocent birds, 
he does not foo! the smaller feathered 
folk, They bave ull learned from rad 
experience what to expect from this 
enemy, and they no sooner sight him 
than they burry to the underbrush 
witb burried calls of alarm. 

The “butcher bird" is rather a small 
rascal to have such a bloody record, 
being only about eight and a half 
inches in length. The upper surfaces 
are generally a clear slate color; be 
low, white, witb a slight wash of ash, 
There is a spot of white on each black 
wing and some on the back tall.

A hundred years ago the Bank «f 
England kept its cash and securities 
in a great oak box clamped with 
iron, From this the strong room of 
to-day, constructed of armor plate, 
has been gradvally evolved. 

Tf u mob overcame the guards and 
“wateh clerks” at tho Bank of Eng- 
fand, they could not. possibly pene- 
trate into the vaults, for their passage 
would be blocked by large reservoirs 
of water. The strong room here is one 
of the largest the world, The 
foundation, sixty feet below street 
level, is a bed concrete twenty 
feet thick, 

Above this conerete is a lake seven 
fest deep, and above that thick plates 
of iron specially manufactured to re 
sist both foree and skill. Any one 
attempting an entrance from above 
would find a similar bed of concrete, 
a similar Inke and similar plates of 
iron. The walls are impenetrable. 
while the doors are one foot thick. 
weigh four tons each and are made 
absolutely undrillable. 

Many years ago, when the strong 
room was less rigorously protected, 
the directors were startled one morn- 
ing by a letter from a man who said 
he had been in the vault, 

Some days later a heavy chest, 
which had been abstracted from the 
“troasury,” was returned to the bank 
by the writer of the letter, who had 
gained entrance from the sewers. He 
vas rewarded and given a pensior 
tor life, .
